{ THE LAST DAYS OF A GREAT SOUL

RENTICE MULFORD gave utterance to 
l| ihe statement that “Thoughts лге 
things." It was considered ап idle 
speculation. "The same author, in earlier 
vets, had given expression to the same 
sentiment, and it was followed by severe 
criticism. ighteen years passed before the public 
mind would consider the postulate, *""lhoughts are 
things." Notwithstanding the fact that Jesus 
stated some two thousand years ngo, the thoughts 
He uttered were more enduring than heaven, earth 
or even time itself. He said, "Henven and earth 
shall pass away, but my words (which are the em- 
bodiment of thought) shall never pass away." How 
сап this be proven? Every action that finds ex- 
pression in а human body is the manifestation of 
the thought the mind has formulated. . When we 
first attempt. to measure what thought is, our in- 
telligence is challenged to consider the intangible. 
Thought, to Ше casual thinker, seems to have only 
a passing vitality; but when we regard thought as 
being а creation of the human mind, when we re- 
member mind is the spirit essence of man, man 
made in the image and likeness of his Creator, we 
discover thought is man's crei tive force, "Thought 
is man's expression of his divinity or of his eternal 
discord. It follows, then, as a logical sequence, 
that his creations аге discordant or divine. 
Thoughts are the only things man ean create. One 
may ask, "Is not the steam engine à creation of 
шап?” The principle involved is а creation, but 
the inventor simply uses the materia! in Nature's 
storehouse and constructs the representation of his 
thought. The completed machine is that creation 
expressed in material form, Any mechanic who 
ean comprehend the principle can, out of the same 
material, construct another machine of similar de- 
sign, but he does it, not because of the material. 
Iron and steel! are inert. He does it because his 
mind holds a complete idea of the thought, as com- 
plete ав the finished picture on the canvas. Every- 
thing in rhe physical world is a radical statement of 
the Divine Mind. The tree is а statement of а 
ereation of Divinity. It takes the trunk, all the 
leves and branches, to form a tree, and the tree 
as а whole is а manifestation of Divine thought. 
Haman thought is the Divine thought in miniature. 
Some years асо jt wonld have been useless to de- 
velare that thonghts produce я vibration that is 
never lost, Мап is God's creation. His power to 
aet із derivative, Thinking antedates action. The 
power to think is creative power. The very func- 
tion of thonght is creative. The thoughts uttered 
by the Man of Galilee are vibrating to-day in 
thought atmospheres just as certainly as electricity 
vibrates and forms an active principle of the atmo- 
Sphere of the physical world. Electricity has al- 
ways existed in diffusion.

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When electricity became one of the means of 
producing light. the spectrum showed rays in higher 
vibrations, until these vibrations became so high 
they were invisible. Still, the spectrum showed 
there were other rays. Not knowing how to define 
them, they wé called X-rays, X standing, in 
mathematical formulas, for. the unknown quantity. 
After а while they found they could get a machine 
to Vibrate: with the same rate of motion that elec- 
tricity vibrates in diffusion.

Divinity has so invested us with the power of 
thought that it is ап inherent part of ourselves. 
God has so constructed. the world that when He 
puts a statement into existence, even in the natural 
world, He has invested a part of Himself. 

When Solon, the great Athenian law-giver, vis- 
ited Cr«esus, the richest man in Asia Minor, Croesus 
put the question to Solon, “Who should be the hap- 
piest man?" Salon's: answer was replete with WiS- 
dom. He said, “The degree of man's life happiness 
can only be determined by the character of his 
death." 

Solon's definition of happiness shows our late 
martyred President to have been tlie happiest man 
in the universe, Under the stroke of the assassin, 
his first utterance is а prayer for his murderer, not 
for himself. Such prayer, under the sudden shadow 
of death, has never before fallen from human lips. 
It has been possible to man after hours of reflec- 
tion. It is the music of the great minor tone of 
Calvary. It tells the world the keynote of the 
Saviour's teachings is sounded by the lips of death 
in the twentieth century and in the very chamber of 
power.

Kinley knew what it is to be an American citizen.

He proved his Christianity by his 
citizenship, and is a living demonstration of applied 
Christianity. It is an axiom of my philosophy that 
character is the thing which thought is. President 
MeKinley's life is the masterpiece drawn by ۵ 
great artist on the canvas of the ages.

It is this 
universal love and nothing else that сап make one 
well-mannered, In describing his first call on 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, Mr. Charles Malloy says:

I trembled 
as I knocked nt his door, and was almost sorry f 
came. The rich, strong, sonorons voice bade me 
come in, and in а moment he was not terrific. On 
the contrary, he met me with such kindness, such 
humility and deference, that a spectator might have 
thought that I was the great man, and not he.

"What 
do you think of this?" said the daughter to the 
astonished father. “Anything, my dear girl," said 
the father, "rather than allow that we look upon 
what is supernatural."

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Atmosphere of Holy Life ~

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Тие Rev. Н, Н, Beattys, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 

ly preached on “The Atmosphere of a Holy 
Life," The text was chosen from Acts v, 15: 
"That the shadow of Peter passing by might over- 


shadow some of them," Mr, Beattys said: 


Insomuch that they brought forth the sick into 
id laid them on beds and couches, that 
at the least the shadow of Peter passing by might 
overshadow some of them. And in so doing tl 
needy sick and diseased in Jerusalem paid 


the streets, 


unconscious tribute to the holy atmosphere that 
enwrapped the life of Peter. This incident teaches 
the potency of the atmosphere of a holy life. Let us 
consider this for a while this evening. 01 
has its atmosphere; the sun and t 


ng 


he stars, the 


mountains and the woods, the green fields and 
meadows, with their new-mown hay. Who has not 
zone out into nature in the early spring and drank 
in the sweet fragrance of the fields and woods and 
flowers ? 

"The country has its atmosphere, the city has its 
atmosphere, the home has its atmosphere, business 
has its atmosphere, Business men well understand 
this, Those skilled in promoting great enterprises, 
and who desire to win over certain men to their 
purpose, bring the men to be impressed into а room 
and create an atmosphere around them, Тһе 
church has its atmosphere, and ought never to allow 
anything to vitiate or destroy that atmosphere. I 
know the building is nothing but wood and stone 
and brick, and no different from а hundred other 
buildings. Yet there ought to be an atmosphere 
about the church of God that is different from the 
atmosphere of a business building or a hall of enter- 
tainment. There is nothing especially in the make- 
up that makes the room where your mother died 
different from the other rooms in the house. It is 
of the same general architecture, the wood and 
walls and furnishings are the same. Yet somehow 
that room is different from the other rooms of the 
house, There is an atmosphere about it that you 
feel. You do not rush into it and become boisterous 
there, for the spirit of the dear dead seems to 
hallow and ma sacred the spot. So the church 
should be kept sacred and holy for God's worship. 
It is where we meet the infinite face to face in holy 
worship. There should be a feeling of reverence 
about the place, as though God spake to us as to 
Moses nt the burning bush: ‘Put off thy shoes from 
thy feet, for the place whereon thou standest is 
holy ground. Let the building be the simplest— 
nay, even rude—and it still creates its atmosphere, 
Mr. Beecher, in his ‘Norwood,’ has a fine touch as 
he describes the close of a service in the plain old 
New England meetingz-house. The horse jockey of 
the village and the doctor have driven up and are 
waiting for the congregation to come out. The 
jockey is talking in а gossipy way about the horses 
that are tied in the horse shed, when the congre- 
gation rise and begin to sing the closing hymn. 
"Plhere, doctor, says the jockey, ‘there's the last 
hymn. It rose upon the air, softened by distance 
and the inclosure of the building, rose and fell in 
regzülar movement. Even Hiram's tongue ceased. 
The vireo, in the top of the elm, hushed its shrill 
snatches. Again the hymn rose, and this time 
fuller and louder, as if the whole congregation had 
caught the spirit. Men's and women's voices, and 
little children's, were in it, Hiram said, without 
any of his usual pertness: ‘Doctor, there's some- 
thin’ in folks singin’ when you are outside the 
church that makes you feel as though you ought to 
be inside."

It is but а small part of a man's life that 
expresses itself in speech or even in acts. Тһе сһаг- 
acter of the man is inexpressibly larger and finer 
than the words he may utter or the things he may 
do. 'The narrative of the exploits of a Washing- 
ton, a Gladstone, or a Phillips Brooks is the small- 
est part of their works. The weight and atmo- 
sphere of the man's personality is the thing that 
really accounts for the man. А man's life is not 
simply what you see, The effects of a man's life 
are not merely in the things that can be seen and 
estimated and catalogued, but far more in those in- 
visible and subtle influences which have no report 
and that come not with observation, and yet are 
more real and potent tban the things which are 
seen, "'Plhough the atmosphere about us іх one of 
nature's mighty forces, with its pressure of four- 
teen pounds to the square inch, yet no infant's hand 
feels its weight; no leaf of aspen or wing of bird 
detects this heavy pressure, for the air fluid presses 
equally in all directions. So it is with the atmo- 
sphere that goes forth from a man's life, it is the 
mightiest power of that life. We do not stop to 
consider its power and weight, for it is as unob- 
trusive and quiet as the atmosphere about us. 

“When we study the lives of the men and women 
who have done most to help and uplift humanity, 
we discover that this atmosphere of their lives has 
been the real hiding of their power, During the 
French Revolution, when the mob, frenzied with 
rage, swept through the streets with the turbu- 
lence of a mighty flood, carrying everything before 
it, there stepped into the middle of the street a 
well-known man of pure and noble character, and 
lifted his hand for a hearing. 'Their leader, turning
